BATTLE OF "COLD WAR" 
The clash between Secretary Marshall and 
Deputy Foreign Minister Viahlnsky was the 
sharpest point-blank encounter so far In the 
BO-callcd cold war between the United States 
and Russia. Mr. Vlshlnsky made a fierce 
showing and fired a lot of shots. But when 
the smoke cleared away It was evident that 
ho had been shooting a good many blanks and 
that he probably had picked the wrong place 
to stand and give battle. 

The Soviet delegate's speech would have 
been a fine one to make In Russia. But the 
members of the general assembly, unlike 
the Russian people, have access to both sides 
of the questions Involved. They have seen 
the train of events which has led to this cold 
war. 

Perhaps Mr. Vlshlnsky's greatest error was 
In Ignoring the causes of what he calls Amer- 
ica's war-mongerlng attitude. Anyone un. 
acquainted with the facts would have 
thought that Russia had never violated on 
agreement, never made a demand, never 
moved outside her own boundaries since the 
war. 

Elsewhere Mr. Vlshlnsky evaded, omitted 
and distorted in his dlscualon of Issues to 
such an extent that the result may truly bo 
called lying. For instance, he said "the 
United States . . . resists any attempts to 
dismantle the existing atoclc of atomic bombs 
and outlaw their future production." 

That Just Isn't so, and Mr. Vlshlnsky knows 
It. The only question Is one of timing. Rus- 
sia wants all American atomic bombs destroy- 
ed before any control machinery Is set up. 

Mr. Vlshlnsky aald that the purpose of the 
Marshall plan Is "to break Europe Into two 
camps and complete ... the formation of a 
bloc of a number of European countries hos- 
tile to the Interests of the democratic states of 
extern Europe, and, fU:st of all, to those of 
the Soviet union." 

That also Isn't so, and Mr. Vlshlnsky knows 
IL All the "democratic states of eastern Eur- 
.ope," Including Russia, were Invited to par- 
ticipate In the Marshall plan. It was their 
.refusal that helped to divide Europe Into two 

Mr. Vlshlnsky said that American charges 
against Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania are 
"utterly arbitrary and without any proof.' 
He said that olmost half the U.N. Investl. 
gating commission disagreed with the con- 
clusions of the majority. He said It would 
not be difficult to prove that the commis- 
sion's report la "full of contradictions and 
gross exaggerations." 

The minority dlsaareement was whether 
the commission had power to recommend ac- 
tion as well as report on their findings. The 
findings themselves were supported by those 
members of non- communist -dominated 
countries who favored limiting the report 
to what they had seen. 

And if it would be so easy to prove that the 
commission's findings were contradictory and 
exaggerated, why hasn't the Soviet govern- 
ment done so? It boa proved nothing In the 
matter. It has only vetoed. (Incidentally. 
Mr. Vlshhisky steered clear of the veto be- 
yond a reference to Russia's well-known and 
never-changUig position). 

All In all. the Soviet delegate did pretty 
well with what ho had to work with. But we 
doubt that it won his country any new 
friends. His protestation of faith In the U.N. 
was In sad contradiction to the record that 
his audience knows— a record of Soviet op- 
posIUon and renunciation of majority opin- 



ion. 



If Mr. VIshlnsky's address showed anything 
new in Soviet policy. It would seem to be that 
the American government has a dear and 
positive policy, in and out of the U.N., that 
now has the Russian government a little 
worried.

"The Soviet government cannot bear the 
responslbUlty for this or that article," said 
Russia's Minister V. M. Molotov, without 
mincing any words. "And, so much the 
more, cannot accept the protest you have 
made In that connection." 

Molotov didn't even Intimate that official 
Russia might frown on comparing Truman

Idoho Sugar company, predicted 
today that the company would 
boost Its production by 30 per cent 
thla year. 

He said Increased production is 
expected to result Irom additional 
acreages, greater tonnoge and 
higher content ol sugar In the beets. 
He explained that It was difficult 
to determine as yet Just how much 
higher the beet's sugar content will 
run thla year. However, ho said, 
tliorb arc marked Indications that 
H win be higher than lost year.

Idaho 
and Utah.

WASHINCITON. Oct. 1 (NEA)- 
To date Oen. Omar N. Bradley^ 
administration ot national aerrlce 
life Insurance appeara to be the 
vealcest spot In his handling of the 
" " Bovemmcnfa vetcrun pro- 
gram. 

It to gcneralty agreed by In- 
surance experts and veterans' or- 
ganlEatloru that government in- 
surance was one of tht most 
valuable tMnetlta a veteran got 
out of Acnlce. But the total num- 
ber of poUdea being kept tn force 
by >-eU;nuu U sltadlly declining, 
"nils to In the face ot big drives 
by VA to encourage veterans to 
reinstate their policies. 

Since the start. aj^irDXlmately 
lOXUJOS NSLI poUcles ha\-e been 
approved — a vet can buy more 
than one poUcy ot small denomina- 
tions. But the number ot policies 
In force today has dwindled to 
"about" S.S9 1.000, which Includes 
1.000,000 poUclea held by men In 
service. VA saj-s "about" because It 
to admitted that there arent ac- 
curate stattotlcs available. And less 
than live per cent ot the total 
tcmpoiury term insurance policies 
originally approved have been con- 
verted Into the various optional 
forms ot life Insurance. 

Bradley to deeply disturbed about 
the apparent state ot VA tmurance 
today. One of the big reasons the 
veterana themsclvra hive supported 
Bradley has been their realltatlon 
that hto concern for their welfare 
■DCS tieyond recommendatlooa In 
West Point textbooks. The men In 
imand learned that In 
Europe. 

One ot the main reasons nt- 
erans have apparently become dto- 
gtisted with tlielr sovemmcnt In- 
surance and have let their ' policies 
drop to the dllllcully they have had 
with VA over NSU. 

A careful check with the Insur- 
ance experts ot the torse ^-cle^am* 
omantonUons and with VA ottlclato 
rtreato that more than half ot all 
veterans holding OI policies, at one 
time or other, have had some kind 
of trouble with VA over their In- 
surance. 

An American Legion expert con- 
taads that no \-eteran who thinks 
be has hto policy paid up to date 
can be absolutely sure his account 



lias been nccumtely kept by VA. 
TIUs situation, the Legion expert 
claims, Is due In part to Bradley's 
failure to anticipate correctly the 
Increased work load which would 
result when men leaving the service 
Mopped having premiums deducted 
from service pay, and began to make 
\-olunUry paj-ment aa discharged 
veterans. 

Thto Legion expert also contends 
that the 13 branch ofllcea to which 
Bradley has decentrolUed NSLI 
arent complete enouih. He says 
the branch offices havent proved 
they are capable ot handling the 
Job ot collecting pii-ments, that 
there should be further decentral- 
liaUon to tfflonal offices. 

There are records ot thousands 
ot veterans who In the past year 
hsva had to get photoatatlo copies 
ot canceled premium checks made 
out to VA. which the VA had no 
record ot receiving, to prove that 
payments hod been kept up. 

This bookkeeping conluslon. a VA 
official admits, always keeps "a 
couple or hundred"' ccms under tn- 
.'estlEatton inralvlng widows or de- 
pendents of dead veterans who 
claim the veteran had paid all hto 
premiums promptly', but where the 
VA shows no record of such pay- 
ments. 

In tills connection, however. It 



must be pointed out that no vet- 
erans' arganlcatlon has on record a 
case ot a widow or dependent losing 
an Insurance benefit when there 
was any reasonable question of 
whether a policy was paid up. 

VA spokesmen claim that rullnas 
on thto point are ala-aya made in 
tavor ot the xridow or dependent 
when a reasonable doubt exlsta. 

Approximately 1,000.000 premi- 
um paymento have accumulated at 
the VA which havent been credited 
to Individual accounts. Part ot this, 
according to Insurance experts. Is 
VA'a faulty bookkeeping. But VA 
put most ot the blame for thto situ- 
ation . In the veterans themselves. 
Money orders come In. VA olfldato 
soy. slRiied '"Mao' Smith." with n 
note attached merclj- saylnj. "apply 
thla to my son'r Insurance."

It was a stock saying among OIs 
that the only way to best their gov' 
cmment Inatirance was to die. Brad' 
ley helped to change that by asking 
congress to let the men convert 
their policies to an endowment

Bradley's decentraUiatlon of NSLI 
goes a step further than the decen- 
tralUaUon practiced by private life 
Insurance forma by putting the "bas- 
ic tUes" In the branch offices.
